» * HIRED* FARM WORKING FORCE REMAINS STABLE ' ' 

Tn 1974,. there were 2.7 million persons 14 years old and over in the Nation who 
performed farm wagework at some time during the year (table 'l). The 'size of the hired 
. farm working" force has changed only slightly jvef the last 3 consecutive years, aver- 
frfJZl million P er §?ns. This compares with the previous 3-year period (1969, 1970, 

* and 1971), when the hired farm working force /averaged 2.5 million (taBle 2). Thus, 
annual employment of farm wagewprkers appears, to have become stable after the-long-term

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APPENDIX A 

' ~ SOURCE AND RELIABILITY OF* ESTIMATES 

r Source of data. —The estimates in this report were base^&i data obtained in ^ 
December 1974 through supplementary questions in the Current Population Survey of the 
•Bureau of the Census. The sample was spread over 461 areas comprising 923 counties 
and- independent cities, with coverage in each of the 50 States and the District of 
Columbia. Approximately 47,000 occupied households were doEignated f or interview each 
^month. Of this number, 2,000 occupied .units, on the averag^v were visited but inter- 
views wer^not obtained because the occupants were npt found at home after repeated 
ca}ls or were unavailable for some other reason. In addition 7 to the 47,000 there were 
also about 8,000 sample units visited in an average month, but which were found to be 
vacant* or otherwise not , to be interviewed. 

The estimates in this report concern persons 14 years of age or older who did 
farm tagework in 1974. These data were compiled from supplementary questions to the 
Current Population Surjey a ? ked *>f perspns 14 y^ars of ag* or older who performed farm- 
work for wages or salary during 1974. These questions concerned number of days or tarm 
wagework, farm wages* migratory status* nonfarm wagework and nonfarm wages, chief 
activity in 1974, re*g*Bence, and othef matters. Not included in this report were per- 
sons, performing hired .farm labor during 1974 but who died, entered the Armed Forces, 
or were no longer* in the civilian noninstitutional population for other reasons prior 
to the field collection. Also not included were foreign nationals who did farm wage- 
work in this country and returned to their homes before the field collection. The . ' 
• number of foreign nationals admitted* declined sharply after the termination of Public 
Law 78 in December 1954, and in 1974 totaled only 12,049. 1/ 

The estimating procedure used in this survey involved the inflation of the 
weighted sample results to give independent estimates of the civilian noninstitutional 
population of the United States by age, race and sex. These independent estimates were 
based on statistics from the 1970 Census of Population; statistics of births, deaths,/ 
immigration, and emigration; and the Armed Forces. 

Reliability of the estimates .— Since estimates were based on a sample, they may 
'differ somewhat from figures obtained if a complete census had been taken using the 
same schedules, instructions, and enumerators. As in any survey work, the results are 
subject to errors of response and reporting, as well as being subject to sampling* 
variability- ' V 

The standard error is primarily a measure of sampling variability. That is, 
variations ocfiuring by chance because a sample rather than all the population is 
wr^eyed. As\alculated for ?Ms report, the standard error also partially measures 
the effect of rVsponse and enumeration errors but does not measure any systematic 
biases in the data\ The chances #re about 68< out of 100 that an estimate from the 
sample would differ from a complete census figure by less than the standard error. 
faie chances are about 95 out of 100 that the difference, would be less than twice the 
standard error. . , 

The figures presented 'in appendix tables 1-5 are approximations to the standard 
errors of various estimates shown in this report. In order to derive standard errors 
that would'be applicable to a wide variety of items and could be prepared at a moderate 
cost, a number of approximations were required. A? f a result, the tables of; standard 
errors provide an indication of the order of magnitude of the standard errors, rather 
than a precise standard error for any specific item.

Estimated percentage^ and estimated averages are computed by using sample data 
for both numerator and denominator. The reliability of thes^ estimates depends on the 
size of both the estimate and size of tJie totals upon which estimates are based. Esti 
matsd percentages are relatively more reliable than the corresponding estimates of the 
numerators of the percentages, particularly if the percentages are 50 percent or more* 
Appendix table 2 contains the standard errors of estimated percentages. Averages are 
subject to large sampling variability, since the sample estimate of an average is 
affected by extreme estimates* If sensitive indicators axe needed, other types of 
statistics, such as medians, should be considered. Appendix tables 3, ,4, and 5 con- 
tain the standard errors of estimated averages.

DtfhNtriONS AND EXPLANATIONS

Farm wagewotkers . —Persons 14 years old and over in the Civilian noninstitutional 
population of the United States at the time of the survey who "did any farmwork for cash 
wages or salary at any time in the year, even if only for one day. 

Farfawork for cash wages or salary . — (1) Work done on any farm for cash wages in 
^connection with;*he production, harvesting, threshing, preparation for market, or 
delivery to market of agricultural products; (2) work done off the farm for a farmer * 
by his hired farmworkers, such as trips to town to buy feed, seeds, or fertilizers, ortf 
to handle other matters involved in running the> farm business; (3) repairs of farm 
buildings, machinery, etc., performed by a farm wageworker when done along with the 
4type of work specified in (1) and (2) above; and (4) managing; a farm enterprise for 
*cash salary, Not included as farmwork for cash wages or 'salary are: (1) Work per- 
formed fey farm operators on their own farms, or ."exchange" w5fk tetween farmers; 
'(2) work done exclusively for "pay in kind"; (3) work done without pay on a family 
farm by a member of the farm operators family (a small regular cash allowance is not 
considered as farm wages); and (4) nonfarm work performed on a farm, -such as the build- 
ing of a farm structure, the drilling of a well, the hauling of agricultural products 
to market by commercial truckers, or domestic service in the home of a farmer; and 
(5) custom work such as spraying, threshing, combining, etc., when a person is paid a 
combined, rate for the use of his equipment as wellj as labor. 

Casual workers . —Persons who did less than "25 days of farm wagework.' 

Noncasual workers . —Per sons who did 25 days or more of farm wagework. * Noncasual 
workers include: 

Seasonal workers .^-Persons who did 25-149 days of fanji wagework. 

Regular workers .— Persons who did' 150-249 days of farm wagework. 

Year-round workers . —per sons who did 250 days or more of farm wagework. 

(The use here of the "terms Seasonal" and "regular" differs from that in the Census - 

of Agriculture, where "seasonal workers" refers to persons employed on ong farm for^ / 

less than 150 days during the year, and "tegular workers", to those employed on one farm 
for 150 days or morte during the year.) 

Age.— The age classification is based on the ale .of the^person at his last 
birthday. . 

Race . —The term "race" refers to the division of the population into two groups— 
white~TTNegro and other races (including such groups as Indians, Japanese, and Chinese) . 

.Chief activity .— Information on the chief activity of farm wageworker s during the 
year was derived from the question, "What was (respondent) doing most of 1974— working , 
keteping house, going to school, or sWthing else?" If "working" was reported as the 
chief activity, the kind of work the persons was doing most of the year was determined. 
Farm wagework was reported if the person spent most of his working time doing farm 
wagework. Operating a farm was reported if a .person spent most of his working time 
operating his own farm (as a tenant , 1 owner , or sharecropper), Nonfarm work was reported 
if a person spent most of his working time in his w own business or profession,, worked 
without pay in a family business, or worked for pa^ (or pay in kind) in any nonfarm 
activity," such as manufacturing, trade, construction, domestic service, etc. If the^ 
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person did not report "working" as his chief activity, information was obtained on what 
he was doing most of, ther year. Looking for work (unemployed) was reported for a person 
who spent most of his time without employment, hut was actively looking for a job. 
Keeping house was reported for persons ^ho. spent most of their time doing their own 
housework. Going to school was reported for persons. who spent most* of their time during 
the year going to school. The category "other" was reported for persons who spent most 
of their time at some activity other than those named above.. 

Residence. —Residence is determined on the basis of the classificatioa of -the 
.Place in which the worker lived at the time of the survey. In 'the Current Population 
Survey, farm wageworkers were classified ae living on farms (farm residents) if they 
Jived in rural territory on places of 10 or .more acres of land, and it as much as $50 
worth of agricultural products were sold from the place in the reporting year. Also ' 
incxuded are those who lived on places of less than 10,acres'if as much as $250 worth 
of agricultural products were sold from the place in efie reporting year. " Nonf arm- 
resident workers lived in urban places, rural towns or villages, or in the open coWry 
on places that did not>meet. the criteria for farm classification. 

M igratory status . - -Mi g ratory workers are those who (1) left their homes temporarily 
overnight^ to do farm wagewoyk in a different county within'the same State or in a 
different State with expectation of .eventually returning home, "or (2) had no usual 
place of residence,_and did farm wagework in two or more counties during the year. 
Nonmigratory workers are those (IX who did all their farm wagework for the year £n the^ 
same county in which, they lived, (2) who made a permanent move from one county to 
another during the year and performed farm wagewortf in both counties, o£<a\.who com- 
muted daily across the county <Sr State line to do farm wagework and .retfeeT home each * 
r nignt. ,
